OMENS IN BASEBALL

DALTON'S EXPERIMENT. 


•hewing What a Genius Can Do With 
Crude Apparatus. 


The great English chemist Dalton 
was a schoolteacher. Be worked with­ 
out a laboratory and with crude ap­ 
paratus, mostly made by himself from 
simple materials. 
Bere Is an example 
described In his own word«: 


“Took an ale glass of a conical fig­ 
ure, two and a half Inches In diameter 
and three inches deep; filled It with 
water that bad been standing in the' 
room and consequently of the tempera­ 
ture o f the air nearly; put the bulb of 
the thermometer to the bottom of the 
glass, the scale being out of the water. 
Then, having marked tbe temperature, 
1 put the redbot tip of the poker half 
an Inch deep in tbe water, bolding It 
there steadily for half a minute, and 
as soon as it was withdrawn I dipped 
the bulb of a sensible thermometer 
Into tbe water, when it rose in a few 
seconds to 180 degrees/9 
He then determined the temperature 
of tbe water at tbe bottom after five 
minutes, after twenty minutes and aft­ 
er an hour and found that It rose grad­ 
ually from 47 to 52 degrees. This sim­ 
ple experiment proved that water has

BABE OLD DEED,

old deed, which to of historic value, as it 
coven tie tract of land on which the town 
BonnMQTille now stands. The deed is 
accompanied by a plot of the tract con- 
taining the names of the owners of pdjoin- 
ing tracts of land in that section over 170 
years ago. The deed and plot are on 
parchment, and the writing and drawing 
is as legible as when they were made. By 
the deed, a tract of land containing 66 A. 
and 40 perches, located in Mountploaaant 
township, York county, (formerly Lan- 
caster Connty.now Adams county), Penna, 
was transferred by Henry Vandike to 
James Brinkerhoff, on September 19th« 
1789. This plot was part of a tract be- 
longing to Thomas Patterson, called 
"Beautiful," which was surveyed Dec. 
23d, 1769, and returned in pursuance of a 
warrant dated Feb. 6, 1748. The deed 
was made by Henry Vandike and his wife 
"Jinny," and was witnessed before Justice 
of the Peace David Beaty, by John Ham- 
ilton and John Monfort The considera- 
tion was "189 pounds, 4 shillings and 6 
pence." (About$965.)

The timely discovery and the' prompt 


arrival and efficient work of th* finwMn, 
in ail probability wived the town from out 
of the inos't disa»tious conflnfrratiomt in it* 
history, early on Sunday morning. About 
5 o'clock a. m. Mr. uid Mrs. Ernantwl Ad* 
ains, who occupy the dwelling part of the 
frame building on Center Square, in whicb 
in located the J. F. Rickrode restaurant, 
were awakened by a stifling smoke in 
their bed room. They hastily donned 
some clothing and going down stairs found 
the smoke issuing trout the salesroom of 
the restaurant. The Rickrode family with 
the clerks, occupy the dwelling in the ad- 
joining building, "/ere aroused, Mr. Rick- 
rode being confined to hia bed with lum- 
bago. It was at once seen that the fir* 
wan making headway and John Rinehart, 
one of the clerks, ran to the engine house 
and sounded the alarm, and in a very 
abort time the firemen had the hose reel 
on the scene and pouring plug streams up- 
on the blaze. From what cause the fire 
started is not known, but from those who 
firat arri ved the supposition it that it start- 
ed about the counter near the middle of 
the room, among a lot of tobaccos, etc. 
Fortunately the room waa tightly closed, 
and to this fact that the flames got no 
draft, it waa kept confined to the room in 
which it started. Mr. Richrode's Ion on 
his stock, consisting of tobaccos, cigars, 
confectioneries, fruits, etc., ie estimated at 
about |800, partly covered by insurance 
in the Mummasbnrg company. The rea 
taurant occupied the two rooms on Center 
Square with a large frame kitchen in the 
rear, but the only damage to the kitchen 
and dining room waa from smoke and wa 
ter. A small pet tox-terrier dog left in 
store during the night, was found near a 
hole in the floor, where he evidently wae 
seeking freah air, suffocated.

James North was the caretaker in 


charge of the morgue of the Chicago 
College of Dentistry of the University 
of Illinois at 1836 West Harrison 
street. He -was thirty-six years old, 
and ne lived with his wife and three 
children at 7429 South May Btreet. 
The other night North failed to return 
liuiue. His body was found the next 
morning at the bottom of the elevator

shaft of the school building. The pe- 
culiar actions of a dog belonging to 
James Mitchell, s. watchman, led to 
the discovery. 


The dead man lay^upbn his back. 


In his arms, across his chest, lay the 
body of a corpse. Upon that was a 
large table. The corpse and table, it 
was said, had been used Friday after- 
•noon in a classroom clinic. North had 
been dead for twelve or fourteen 
hours, it is believed. 


It is known that North was sent to 


the classroom, which is on the fourth 
floor of the school building, about 3 
o'clock in the afternoon. 
The class 


had been dismissed, and he was to re- 
turn the corpse to the morgue. For 
some reason, however, North went 
first to the -fifth, floor in the elevator, 
which he was operating himself, and 
(the elevator was found there. 


But North, it is believed, walked 


down to the fourth floor, and pushed 
the table containing the corpse into 
the hall. He must have forgotten that 
he left the car on the floor above. For 
he opened the elevator door and 
backed into the shaft, pulling the table 
and corpse after him.

demands, is prepared by stuffing » 
balf pound of pulled figs with salUd 
almonds. Put two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, one teaspoonfuUpf lemon Juice 
and half a cup of orange Julee over 
the fire; when heated add figs, cover 
And cook until the figs are tender, 
turning and basting often.

cupful of rice in cold water and put 
it in a double boiler with hot milk. 
Cook quickly until tender, then »dd 
two tablespoonfuli of sugar, two ta- 
blespoonfuls of butter and a half tea- 
spoonful of salt. Beat on* egg until 
light and add it to the rice, cooking 
for one minute. Pour into the dish 
in which the pudding Is sent to the 
table. Mix two tablespoonfuls of •«? 
gar with two tablespoonfuli of butter 
and a third of a teaupoonful of cinna- 
mon; sprinkle over the top of the pad- 
ding. This will make a brown sauce 
over the top. Serve hot. 


Split Pea Soup.—Pick over a cupful 


of dried, split peas, wash them and 
soak in plenty of cold water over 
night. 
In the morning pour off the 


water and pvlt the peas into a kettle 
with two quarts of cold water, a two- 
inch cube of salt pork and one onion 
sliced. 
Cook slowly until the peas 


have become very soft, stirring fre- 
quently from the bottom to prevent 
burning. It will probably require four 
or five hours to cook them properly. 
When they are soft, rub them through 
a sieve, return to the kettle and re- 
heat. Cream together two tablespoon- 
fuls each of butter and flour, thin it 
with a little of the boiling soup, add 
two cupfuls of milk and stir into the 
soup. 
Season with salt and pepper 


and serve very hot.

spoonfuls of butter in a pan to brown. 
Fry brown a two and a half pound 
steak cut two inches thick; . cut up 
four onions, AWO tomatoes and one 
green pepper. Pile on top and around 
the meat. Season to taste, tfiil the 
pan with water and simmer slowly un; 
til thoroughly tender. 


Baked Oysters and Macaroni. — Cook 


a half cupful of broken bits of maca- 
roni in boiling water 
until 
tender* 


Drain, and put a layer of macaroni into 
a well buttered baking dish; dust well 
with salt and paprika, then put on a 
layer of well washed oysters, salt pep- 
per and a few bits of butter. Then 
add another layer of macaroni and 
oysters, using just two layers of oys- 
ters, never more, for they do not cooK 
well if too many in the dish. Pour- 
over a cup of rich 
white sauce, 


sprinkle with buttered crumbs and 
bake until the oysters are plump and 
curled. A half hour in a rather hot 
oven.

Thus far the direct agency of the fly in 


the contamination of food can be clearly 
demonstrated in any community. Any- 
where that the fly exists this test can be 
applied to warn the people against the in- 
sect's menace. While the test Itself has 
no medical value, it affords a simple but 
convincing demonstration which cannot be 
ignored. 
- 


Warning against "fake radium can- 


cer cures" was voiced by Dr. Carl L. 
Alsberg. chief chemist of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, in his address to 
the chemistry section of the associa- 
tion. 
He said that because of the 


wonderful cures effected by applica- 
tion to cancer of radium rays there 
had sprung up a host of impostors and 
quacks who were foisting alleged 
cures upon the public. He added: 


Since there now are less than two grams 


of radium in the United States and it ia 
valued at $120,000 a gram these claims 
scarcely are plausible. 


Wonders that actually have been ac- 


complished in curing cancer through 
the use of-radium were described to 
the chemical section by Dr. Charles L 
Parsons, chief of the division of min- 
eralogy in the government bureau of 
mines. 
He exhibited several photo- 


graphs showing the results of radium 
-•treatcafin't for cancer. 


Lack of co-operation between mine 


owners and miners aud deficient state 
and national regulations of the mining 
industry were blamed for the high 
death rate among mine employees by 
Dr. Joseph A. Holmes, director of the 
United States bureau of mines, in an 
address before the mechanical science 
and engineering section. Dr. Holmes 
asserted: 


The death rate among miners is a na- 


tional disgrace. It is twice to three times 
that of European mining countries when 
considered on the tuisis of the number of 
men employed. 


Applied science will overcome any 


disadvantages which tariff reduction 
or dissolution of great business con- 
cerns may bring, according to Dr. Rob- 
ert Kennedy, head of the Mellon In- 
stitute of Applied Science, Pittsburgh. 
who declared: 


With the high degree of utilization of 


•waste materials that can be obtained by 
scientific methods American manufactur- 
ers need not fear foreign competition from 
a reduced tariff. 


The great loss of money through the 


lack of business methods of great 
combines. Dr. Kennedy continued, can 
readily be recuperated through the ap- 
plication of scientific methods in case 
of dissolution by the government

SUBMARINE LOST; Large Public Sale 


16 MEN 


British Navy Tried Hard to 


Save Buried Crew. 


LOST 
DURING 
MANEUVERS 


"A7" Dived to the Bottom of Bay and 


Failed to Come to Surface—Divei3 
Pail to Locate Her. 


The submarine A7, with sixteeu oiK 


•ers and men on board, tailed to como 
to the surface alter a dive to the i> • 
torn of Whitesand bay, off Plymouth. 
England, during the maneuvers, and 
all on board are undoubted^ dead. 


There -were circumstantial reports 


of tapping by the imprisoned men, 
which would show that they \\ero 
•live, but these proved to be untrue. 
Salvage vessels are searching for the 
A7. 


The submarines of the A class are 


supposed to carry enough air to re- 
main Bunder 
water 
from seven to 


twelve hours. As the A7 dived about 
11 o'clock Fridaj morning, the sur- 
Tival of any of the crew cannot be 
hoped for. Bubbles were seen after 
ahe sank and apparently drifted along 
with the tide, but it is certain that the 
submarine was not beneath them. 


An early report that wireless tele- 


phone communication had been estab- 
lished between the parent vessel, the 
Pigmy, and the AT, were without any 
foundation. The submarine sank in a 
hundred feet of water. 


The official statement issued by the 


admiralty briefly announces that while 
the A7 was exercising in Whitesand 
bay she dived to the bottom and failed 
to come to the surface. It adds that "it 
iB believed the A7 is lying four miles 
from Ramshead in eighteen fathoms 
af water." 


Two officers, a sub-officer, eight sea- 


men and a numoer 01 engineers and 
atokers made up the sixteen men on 
the vessel when she went down. It is 
understood that the submarine was 
«quipped 
with air locks and safety 


helmets. For this reason it is the gen- 
eral theory that the crew was over- 
come by gas. 


During the maneuvers the weathei 


•was fine and clear and the sea smooth 
Six submarines were engaged. Thej 
had finished their diving and tactical 
aurvements and had started for Ply 
mouth in a single line, running sub 
merged, with 
only their periscopes 


showing. 


Commander Tomkinson, who was di 


recting the maneuvers from the par 
ent ship, the Pigmy, suddenly noticed 
t_at only five periscopes were show 
ing. He instantly gave the signal for 
the submarines to blow out their tanks 
and rise. The A7 did not respond. 


The Pigmy then steamed back and 


•aw bubbles, which were recognized 
*s anonymous tokens that something 
had gone amiss. She signalled to the 
dock yard and help was promptly sent. 
Divers made numerous attempts to lo 
cate the vessel, but without success.
